To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Brandon  and  Byshottles 
Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 


At  the  Census  taken  in  1901,  the  total  population  of  your  district  was  found 
to  be  15,573-

At  the  end  of  the  year  1908  I estimate  the  population  of  your  district  to  be 
18,101,  and  in  the  middle  of  the  year  17,923.  The  statistics  given  in  this  report  are 
based  on  the  latter  numbers. 

320  deaths  were  registeied  during  the  year,  being  an  increase  of  63  over  the' 
previous  year.  7 of  the  deaths  occurred  in  public  institutions  beyond  the  district. 
The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  i7’854  per  thousand.  Those  under  5 years  of  age  (180) 
being  at  the  rate  of  io'04  per  thousand,  and  those  over  5 years  of  age  (140)  at  the  rate 
of  7'9i  per  thousand. 


The  death-rate  is  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year  and  is  chiefly  due  to 
the  number  of  deaths  from  Premature  births  and  Debility  from  birth. 
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The  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  (58)  were  at  the  rate  of  3-23  per  thousand 
of  the  population.  This  high  rate  is  due  to  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis. 

Infant-mortality  rate  191  per  thousand  births. 

The  Phthisis  death-rate  was  '669  and  shows  a satisfactory  decline.  The 
Respiratory  death-rate  excluding  Phthisis  was  3'o6  per  thousand.  Two-thirds  of 
these  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  5 years  of  age. 


Ten  inquests  were  held  and  six  deaths  were  uncertified. 

662  births  were  registered  during  the  year,  giving  a birth-rate  of  36'935  per 
thousand.  653  were  legitimate  and  9 were  illegitimate.

The  Phthisis  death-rate  shows  a satisfactory  decline  but  the  Infant  mortality 
rate  remains  too  high. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

225  cases  were  notified.  This  is  the  largest  number  since  1902,  when  246  cases 
were  reported.  Of  these  cases  162  were  Scarlet  Fever,  31  were  Diphtheria  and  Mem- 
branous Croup,  20  were  enteric  Fever,  and  12  were  erysipelas.  More  than  half  the 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  Centre  Ward,  chiefly  at  Brandon  Colliery, 
there  were  also  a considerable  number  at  Langley  Moor  and  Meadowfield.  The 
Diphtheria  occurred  chiefly  in  the  East,  South,  and  Centre  W^ards.  The  Enteric 
Fever  occurred  principally  in  the  West  and  Centre  Wards,  and  the  Er)-sipelas  chiefly 
in  the  West  Ward. 


Your  Inspector  and  I visited  these  cases  and  did  all  we  could  to  prevent  the 
spread  : disinfectants  were  supplied  and  freely  used.  204  houses  were  stoved. 
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So  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  78  being  Scarlet  Fever  and  2 Enteric 
Fever.  Three  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  terminated  fatally. 

The  Hospital  was  occupied  all  the  year  and  was  barely  sufficient  for  the 
requirements  of  the  district. 

BRANDON  JOINT  HOSPITAL  BOARD. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  for  the  purchase  of  land  and  buildings 
near  Shincliffe  for  use  as  a Srnall-pox  Hospital.  Possession  will  be  obtained  shortly 
and  after  some  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  it  will  be  quite  a suitable 
place  for  the  purpose, 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  Measles  was  prevalent  at  Langley  Moor 
and  Waterhouses.  Thirteen  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  all  under  5 years  of 
age. 

In  September  33  Cowsheds  were  inspected  by  j^our  inspector  and  myself.  In 
these  igS  cows  were  kept.  The  majority  of  the  byres  were  clean  and  had  been  white- 
washed, while  a few  were  dirty  and  not  as  they  should  be.  The  flooring  in  some  was 
defective  and  in  two  instances  overcrowding  existed.  Two  new  byres  of  good  con- 
struction have  been  erected,  one  for  the  accommodation  of  28  cows  and  the  other  for 
12  cows.  Nine  notices  were  served  on  the  tenants  in  regard  to  these  defects  and  8 
were  remedied  ; the  other  is  receiving  attention. 

The  milk  suppl}^  is  satisfactory  and  other  food  supplied  in  the  district  appears 
to  be  of  good  quality. 

BRANDON  COLLIERY  DRAINAGE  AND  GOAT  BECK  POLLUTION. 

731  yards  of  new  sewer  has  been  laid  at  Brandon  consisting  of  72  yards  of 
15  inch  cast  iron  pipe  under  the  N.E.  Railway  Company's  Auckland  line,  341  lin.  yards 
15  inch  Sanitary  pipes  on  Brandon  Lane  to  the  Colliery  streets,  and  318  yards  of 
12  inch  and  9 inch  pipes  and  connections  in  manholes  through  the  West  side  of  the 
Colliery,  intercepting  College  Terrace,  Park  Street,  Russell  Street,  Queen  Street, 
Princess  Street,  Albert  Street,  and  Cobden  Terrace,  where  a 30  feet  cast  iron  vent  pipe 
is  erected.  On  this  scheme  22  new  manholes  have  been  constructed  and  it  is  hoped 
in  the  near  future  to  come  to  some  terms  with  the  Colliery  Company  that  the  whole 
of  the  existing  channel  will  be  replaced  by  covered  sewers. 

HOSPITAL  DRAINAGE. 

This  drainage,  recently  treated  on  small  beds  in  the  Hospital  grounds,  is  now 
discharging  into  your  sewerage  system.  Nearly  700  yards  of  g inch  sewer  has  been 
laid  from  Commercial  Street  to  the  Hospital.

HIGH  BRANDON. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  drainage  of  this  village  should  be  coupled  up  to  the 
main  sewers  as  soon  as  possible, 

BACK  STREETS.  PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS  ACT. 

Plans,  &c.,  for  Back  High  Street  and  Back  Station  Avenue  have  been 
prepared  and  a contract  entered  into  for  the  latter  work  which  is  in  hand. 

BROWNEY  SEWAGE. 

F'llters  have  been  constructed  here  consisting  of  catch  pit,  2 settling  tanks, 
dosing  chamber  of  6000  gals,  capacity,  and  2 rough  filters  and  2 fine  filters.  Some  of 
the  existing  sewers  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Many  new  houses  have  been  and  are  being  erected  in  the  district,  all  of  which 
are  self-contained.  All  new  sewers  in  streets  in  connection  with  the  Browney 
Colliery  &c.,  have  been  tested.  Fourteen  houses  at  North  Terrace,  Waterhouses, 
have  been  improved  and  enlarged  by  Messrs.  Pease  and  Partners. 

ALUM  WATERS  ROAD  DIVERSION. 

Negotiations  are  complete  for  this  land  and  a culvert  is  now  under  construc- 
tion in  order  to  allow  of  the  site  being  used  as  a scavenging  tip  in  place  of  the  one 
near  Langley  Cottages  which  is  almost  filled  in. 

The  tip  at  Littleburn  is  fast  being  filled  in  and  cannot  last  much  longer. 

I would  suggest  that  your  Council  would  do  well  to  consider  the  question 
of  laying  down  flagged  footpaths  more  extensively  in  the  district.  In  winter  time 
the  present  paths  are  always  wet  and  dirty  owing  to  the  soft  nature  of  the  material 
of  which  thej^  are  composed  and  it  is  impossible  for  persons  and  children  m 
particular  to  keep  their  feet  dry : a fact  which  must  contribute  largely  to  the 
prevalence  of  respiratory  diseases. 

Sixty  new  Ashclosets  have  been  built  at  New  Brancepeth  in  the  place  of 
privy  middens  ; sixty  at  Brandon  Colliery ; one  hundred  and  four  at  the  Boyne  ; 
one  hundred  and  one  at  Littleburn  ; and  tw^enty-four  elsewhere.  At  Littleburn  the 
whole  of  the  privy  ashpits  have  now  been  abolished  and  replaced  by  ashclosets  of 
good  construction.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Boyne  wnth  the  exception  of 
School  Street  which  comprises  forty-one  houses.  In  all  349  ashclosets  have  been 
built  in  place  of  privy  middens,  and  if  this  pace  can  be  maintained  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  all  these  objectionable  structures  will  be  abolished  and  replaced  by 
more  sanitary  conveniences. 
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In  125  instances  back  yard  premises  have  been  laid  with  cement  concrete 
and  drains  either  repaired  or  laid  anew. 

The  ashpit  scavenging  is  done  by  contract  and  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
thirteen  contractors.  The  wmrk  on  the  whole  has  been  satisfactory  done.  The 
refuse  is  laid  on  land  for  manuring  purposes  and  deposited  on  the  Council’s  Tips. 
This  branch  of  -work  is  supervised  by  your  Inspector  who  has  served  59  intimation 
notices  on  the  contractors  during  the  year. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  INSPECTIONS. 

A Register  of  these  places  is  kept,  and  all  have  been  carefully  inspected 
during  the  year,  being  twenty-three  in  number.  At  the  time  of  inspection  41  males 
and  41  females  were  employed.  Three  nuisances  were  met  with  and  notices  served 
for  their  abatement.  In  all  cases  an  Abstract  of  the  Act  was  posted  up.  No  over- 
crowding was  detected,  and  no  home  work  carried  on  in  the  district. 

The  industries  observed  are  chiefly  dressmaking,  tailoring,  shoemaking, 
millinery,  joinerj",  and  blacksmithing.  The  principal  workrooms  are  in  connection 
with  the  Co-operative  Societies  at  Headowfield,  New  Brancepeth,  and  \Vaterhouses, 
all  of  which  are  in  good  sanitary  condition  and  afford  ample  accommodation  for  the 
employees. 

There  is  one  Bakery  in  the  District  which  was  found  deficient  of  ventilation, 
but  wdiich  has  been  remedied.  There  are  five  factories  in  the  district,  viz  : — 
Sanitary  Pipe  and  Brick  making,  Hirated  Waters  and  Joinery. 

HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION  AND  OVERCROWDING. 

Forty-seven  Notices  have  been  served  anent  overcrowding  houses  and  forty 
abatements  have  been  effected. 

Messrs.  Bell  Brothers  have  built  seventeen  new  houses  (5  rooms)  at  the 
Browney  Colliery  during  the  year,  but  nothing  has  yet  been  done  at  Brandon 
Collier^'  in  the  erection  of  more  houses,  but  it  is  expected  that  steps  wdll  be  taken 
in  that  direction  during  1909. 

.HOUSES  CLOSED,  UNFIT  FOR  HABITATION, 

Notices  Avere  served  in  reference  to  the  three  Brickflats  situate  at  Lymington 
Terrace,  which  were  considered  unfit  for  human  habitation.  They  are  now 
permanently  closed.

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  good  and  continuous,  being  obtained  from 
the  Weardale  and  Consett  Water  Company.  This  is  an  upland  water  of  a very 
soft  nature,  but  to  prevent  its  plumbo-solvent  action  a certain  amount  of  lime  is 
dissolved  in  it  daily,  the  quantity  of  lime  being  1}  cwts.  to  2,000,000  gallons  of  water. 
The  water  is  periodically  submitted  for  examination  to  an  expert  who  has  always 
pronounced  it  to  be  satisfactory  from  this  point  of  view.  There  has  been  no  case 
of  lead  poisoning  in  the  district. 

A few  isolated  places  and  farm  houses  draw  their  supply  from  springs. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses,  and  no  tenemented  property  in  the 
district,  and  no  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  it. 

Appended  are  the  five  official  tables  and  also  one  relating  to  the  inspection 
of  factories,  workshops,  etc.
